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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-42, 44, 45, 47-49, 51, 52, and 54-60 are allowed. 
The outstanding rejections of these claims are moot in view of applicant's 
Amendment filed August 8, 2005. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 43, 46, 50, 53, 61 and 62 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. The use of the phrase: "a stock 
Harley Davidson® five speed transmission case" in claims 61 and 62 is indefinite 
because it is not known if there are more than one kind of five speed transmission from 
this manufacturer, and because what is considered a stock five speed transmission case 
may change over the life of any patent that may issue from this application. It is also not 
clear whether or not applicant intends that his claimed invention include every five speed 
transmission ever produced by this manufacturer, the ones available at the time of filing 
this application, or for every future five speed transmission produced by this 
manufacturer. 

Further, the use of the phrase: "a stock Harley Davidson® mainshaft 4 th gear" in 
claims 43, 46, 50 and 53 is indefinite because it is not known if there are more than one 
kind of mainshaft 4 th gear from this manufacturer, and because what is considered^ 
mainshaft 4 th gear may change over the life of any patent that may issue from this 
application. It is also not clear whether or not applicant intends that his claimed invention 
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include every mainshaft 4 th gear ever produced by this manufacturer, the ones available at 
the time of filing this application, or for every future mainshaft 4 th gear produced by this 
manufacturer.
